Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -24 and 26-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant has discovered a novel and unobvious process for making the compound of formula I 
in claim 1. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed reaction steps using a silaphilic 
catalyst.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

4. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daolio (Journal of 
Agricultural and Food Chemistry Vol. 37, pages 970-974, 1989).
